to acquire by purchase or. to con- 
struct any electric or gas or water 
plant or any other utility. 


"The present law regarding the 


purchase of a public utility is ample 
for acquisition of any utility," de- 
clared Mr. Tipton, "but the trouble 
in the past and at the present time 
is to finance the proposition and that 
is what the bill provides for. Most 
cities in Wisconsin arc bonded to 
such an extent that they could not 
issue sufficient bonds against the 
city to purchase the utility in ques- 
tion without exceeding the constitu- 
tional limit of 5 per cent of the as- 
sessed valuation, despite the • con- 
stantily increasing valuation. 


"That is tho trouble in- Superior 


and I understand' in Madison, Mil- 
waukee and other cities. 
This bill, 


which is patterned after a similar 
law now in force in Washington, and 
under which Seattle, Tacoma, Olym- 
pia and other cities have ac(juir<;d 
utilities, permits the city to issue 
bonds against the utility which be- 
comes a statutory mortgage lien up- 
on the property, but not upon the 
city." 
At the same time the bill authoriz- 


es the city council or other govern- 
ing body of the municipality, to cre- 
ate special funds from the revenues 
of the utility acquired or construct- 
ed, to be used and applied in main- 
tenance and operation of the plant 
and for its payment. 


The bill to be set aside for opera- 


tion and maintenance shall' not be 
used for any other. purpose until 
such time when a surplus may hava 
accumulated sufficient to cover the 
cost of operation and maintenance 
for the next ensuing calendar or 
fiscal year, when it may he transfcr- 
fered to the general fund of the 
city.It is provided that the sum set 
nside for depreciation shall be ex- 
pended in making good depreciation 
or "in new construction, extensions or 
•idditions to the property of the uti); 
•:ty, that any accumulations may bu 
invested and the income carried to 
the depreciation fund.
